trampling of basic human rights, 


which we have experienced in our 
time has finally forced the crown- 


ing of a long development in the 
universal : 
rights by the United Nations.” 


The Very Rev. Monsignor Harry 


Koenig, Librarian at St. Mary’s of 
the Lake Seminary, Mundelein, IIL., 
in reviewing “Popes and Peace in 
the Twentieth Century,” reminded 
the symposium that Pope Pius XII 
distinguishes between Communism 
and Soviet Russia in the current 
world crisis. 


“His diplomatic mind under- 
stands that, even though the Sov- 
iet Union may be vanquished in a 
third world war, Communism will 
remain because Communism is an 
ideology. and ideologies are not 
overcome by wars,’ Monsignor 
Koenig declared. 


A paradox presented by Ameri- 
ean Catholicism probably is the 
greatest reason for misunderstand- 
ing it, the Rev. Thomas T. Me- 
Avoy, C.S.C., head of the Depart- 
ment of History at Notre Dame, 
said in his report on “The Catholic 
Church in the United States.” 


To those who think of the Church 
as a national power in matters not 
ecclesiastical, Father McAvoy re- 
plied: 


“The greatest cause for misun- 
derstanding American Catholicism 
probably is the paradox that de- 
spite the remarkable national con- 
formity in faith, it has no real 
national organization.” He pointed 
out that Catholic bishops have not 
held a major national meeting on 
sgt since the plenary council of 

altimore in 1884, 


In an address on “Church and 
State in the Twentieth Century,” 
the Rev. John C. Murray, S8.J., Pro- 
fessor of Theology and Editor of 
“Theological Studies” at Wood- 
stock, Md., College, vowed that 
free nations throughout the world 
must preserve the freedom of the 
Church in order to ensure continued 
freedom of the people. 


“The freedom of the Church and 
the freedom of the people are syn- 
onomous in all nations,” Father 
Murray told the Notre Dame audi- 
ence. “Where one perishes, the oth- 
er is sure to follow.” 


In another symposium address, 
Dr. Robert F. Byrnes, of Rutgers 
University, declared that “‘the pres- 
ence of Communists to take advan- 
tage of the crises drove many con- 
servatives in France into a renewed 
appreciation of the social value of 
the Church.” Speaking on “The 
Catholic Church in France,” Dr. 
Byrnes said that “the new human- 
ism defined and developed by such 
organs critical of the M.R.P. and 
the Third Force as ‘Espirit’ may 
help to return France to the re- 
liance upon those values and prin- 
ciples which alone make the west- 
ern world worth saving.” 


Dr. Waldemar Gurian, Editor of 
the “Review of Politics” and Chair- 
man of the Committee on Interna- 
tional Relations at Notre Dame, 
told the conclave that “a flourish- 
ing Catholic activity is in effect in 
Western Germany, in contrast with 
the sad situation in the East.” 


“In East Germany, where the 
USSR has established a German 
satellite, the Church is kept away 
from public life,” Dr. Gurian, 
speaking on “The Catholic Church 
in Germany,” declared. “The Marx- 
ian ideas dominate education and 
there are no Catholic publications 
or associations. The same policy is 
directed against the Church there 
as, in varying degrees, in the other 
Soviet satellites.”

verting, and you can convert from 
within as we priests never could 
reform from without.” 


Before urging a concerted drive 
of Catholic Action, Father Trese 
pointed out that deep and pene- 
trating materialism is paganizing 
and breaking down our most pre- 
cious institutions — the home, the 
family, education, business. 


“T can see it spelled out in a 
small way in the case histories of 
the girls who come to the institu- 
tion which it is my privilege to 
serve,” he said. “The nearly-broken 
lives that have been the by-prod- 
uct ‘of adult greed for gold and 
pleasure. And I know that for 
every case history in the files, 
there are a thousand others who 
live out their tortured existence 
without ever finding surcease in a 
case-history.” 

The priest said that we cannot 
ignore the present crisis, because 
ours is a period which will occupy 
more than a few pages of history 
500 years from now. 

With our revolutionary days 
which have taken us from the horse 
and buggies, gas light and slow 
communication, to the age of the 
auto, airplane and electricity and 
radio, Father Trese said, we also 
have seen the progressive abandon- 
ment of God and the near triumph 
of secularism which would make 
physical well-being the sole mea- 
sure of human achievement and 
hap iness. 

Thete has never been an age,” 
the speaker said, “so completely 
de-deified. Even in pagan Rome 
and Greece at their worst, the gods 
still had rights which all men 
acknowledged.” 

The speaker warned that because 
we are in the very midst of fash- 
ioning a new historical epoch, we 
are apt to take lightly the changes 
that are occurring; we are apt not 
to understand and acknowledge our 
obligation to influence those

remember that we aren’t working 
on this thing alone. 


To make the Catholic Action 
movement grow, Father Trese said, 
all that is needed is the impetus of 


a few men or women with intelli- 
gence, zeal and goodwill. 


Father Trese then outlined how 
Action movement 
would start:

“Let’s snap out of it and give the}

of us.” The group will determine 
first of all to find out what is to be 
done and what their own part in 
the apostolate is to be. So they 
will start to meet together, week- 
ly if possible. They will try to en- 
list the aid of a spiritual director, 
and they will undertake a program 
of self-formation and preparation. 


“Catholic Action,” the speaker 
said, “is a dynamic movement, 
above all else. It is organic. Which 
means that it is not content to 
remain an esoteric coterie of pious 
intellectuals. It grows, and will not 
be self-contained. It finds things 
to do and does them. And all the 
things it does have one ultimate 
aim —to restore all things in

neighboring monastery, sat on the 
hard bench where Father Sharbel 
used to sit, and shared with the 
monks their frugal breakfast. I 
asked Father Younes if he would 
be kind enough to give me the 
facts about Father Sharbel, now 
the object of wide veneration in the 
neighborhood. In his own humble 
manner, and with utmost sincerity, 
the superior told me this story: 

Abballa Sharbel was born in a 
little village high on Mount Leb- 
anon, near the Cedars. He spent 
his early years as a shepherd. His 
piety was remarkable at an early 
age, It appears that his very oc- 
cupation gave him the leisure and 
the atmosphere to cultivate a spirit 
of prayer and contemplation. Asa 
young man he decided to enter a 
monastery conducted by the monks 
of St. Anthony the Great. 

In due time he was ordained a 


| priest and entered upon a life of 


severe asceticism. Even the se- 
clusion afforded by his cell in the 
monastery did not satisfy his spir- 
itual longings and he obtained per- 
mission from his superiors to re- 
tire as a hermit. This meant that 
he ‘would henceforth be secluded 
from the companionship of even 
the other monks. 

After severe trials, the permis- 
sion was granted. Dedicating him- 
self for many years to complete 
renunciation and a life of prayer, 
penance, and contemplation, Father 
Sharbel died a holy death in 1898. 
He was buried by the monks ac- 
coding to the regulations of the 
Order. 

Father Younes trembled now as 
he came to the next-part of the 
story of this servant of God. On 
a winter evening, about a year ago, 
he had kindled a little wood: fire 
in his quarters and sat dozing pri- 
or to retiring, when he felt an in- 
visible hand shake him. He thought 
he heard a voice which command- 
ed: “Get up and go to my tomb.” 

Because he was dozing, he dis- 
missed the experience as a dream. 
Again he dozed off and once more 
felt the tug at his elbow and heard 
a voice saying: “Arise, I said to 
you, and go to my tomb!” 

He opened his eyes and blessed 
himself. “Good Lord,’ he ex- 
claimed, “what could be the mean- 
ing of this thing?” But he again 
dismissed the experience and dozed 
off. A third time he felt the in- 
sistent tug at his elbow, and now 
was sure that he heard the self- 
same voice saying: “You must 
Mer my tomb. I am Father Shar- 

el. 

Thoroughly disturbed, the Su- 
perior summoned two Brothers, re- 
lated his experience, and together 
they went to the tomb of the de- 
ceased hermit. 

The first unusual manifestation 
was a trickle of blood emanating 
from the tomb. When the lid was 


removed from the coffin, their eyes | i 


beheld the body of Father Sharbel 
intact, and the air filled with a 
fragrance not unlike that of in- 
cense. 

Father Younes took precautions 
against the possibility of fraud by 
calling in the proper ecclesiastical 
authorities, civil officials, and the 
best medical men. The case was 
judged to be beyond scientific ex- 
planation. When Father Younes 
covered the face of Father Shar- 
bel’s remains with an amice, he 
found the image of the deceased 
monk imprinted on the linen, as 
was the Face of Christ on the veil 
of Veronica. 


incorrupt to this day. 

One blind Mohammedan who 
had come all the way from Danias- 
cus, scratched the slab of marble 
with his fingernails and murmured, 
“Sharbel, Sharbel, do not disap- 
point me! You appeared to me in 
Damascus and told me to come 
here. You must cure me!” His 
faith was rewarded for he gained 
his sight, 


I saw a mother carrying her 
child, who was beyond medical 
care, and place it on the*floor near 
the ‘tomb, while she retired, like 
Agar of old, to weep and to pray. 
She did not want to see her boy 
die, although he was afflicted with 
a pernicious anemia. While the 
child lay on the cold floor, the 
mother poured out her prayers ‘and 
tears, imploring God through the 
intercession of His servant, Father 
Sharbel. “Fear not, mother,” she 
heard a voice, “God has heard your 
prayer. Arise, take up your boy. 
He is cured.” 

While I was in Beirut, Arch- 
bishop Ignatius Mobarak of Beirut 
was critically ill. The doctors had 
given him up. One night he asked 
Father Sharbel to give him either 
a happy death or health if his life 
was necessary to his people. Im- 
mediately he felt a new vigor. He 
went at once to give thanks to 
Father Sharbel at his shrine on 
the mountain of Lebanon. Totally 
cured and invigorated, he began to 
make pastoral visits throughout 
his archdiocese, without pain or 
discomfort. | 

Up to October 1, 1950, Father 
Mansour Awad, promotor of the 
cause of Father Sharbel, told me, 
there have been more than 600 mir- 
acles attributed to him. 

People from every tribe have 
gathered at the tomb: a group 
from Bagdad,°a Chaldean Patri- 
arch, a Bishop from India, and 
many Mohammedans from Egypt. 
Those to whom I spoke told me 
how they came from Egypt.to visit 
this distant shrine of the holy man.

bound to a clergy. The ag- 
gregate parish indebtedness was 
something over $7,000,000. The one 
great objective in Fort Wayne— 
as in most other dioceses of the 
country at that time—was the ex- 
panding of the school system to in- 
clude high schools for both boys 
and girls. 


He found now—if he had not 
known it before—that running a 
diocese in the twentieth century is 
“big business.” If pioneer Bishops 
were called on to jog miles on 
horseback, confirming, preaching, 
and ordaining, the present-day 
Bishop has a men no less ardu- 
ous, even th much of his time 
is spent behind a desk. He is pri- 
marily a father to the poor and 
the afflicted of his diocese. There 
is no orphanage, no hospital, no 
charity, that does not have the full 
backing of the Bishop. 

Confirmation is still administered 
by the Bishop. personally: It en- 
tails visiting every parish in the 


laity closely|d 


diocese—often two or three in one 
ay—with a ritual carried out on 
each individual candidate. Bishop 
Noll has often said that he finds 
his greatest relaxation from his of- 
fice and editorial work in these 
visits to parishes. It had been his 
principal reason for not requesting 
an Auxiliary Bishop. (Auxiliary 
Bishop Leo A. Pursley was conse- 
crated last September.) He esti- 
mates that to date he has con- 
firmed at least 132,000 Catholics, 
and has ordained over 500 priests. 


Then there are the investitures 
of friars, monks, and nuns; com- 
mencement exercises; church dedi- 
cations; cornerstone layings, etc. 


How was the new Bishop to 
reconcile this voracious routine 
with journalism ? 

He could do it only by delegat- 
ing his responsibilities to able 
men wherever that were possible, 
by organizing his diocese as tightly 
as a drumhead. 

He first trained and then install- 
ed an efficient staff in his Chancery 
to handle routine matters such as 


finances, requests for dispensa- 
tions, marriage cases, and the like. 
Trusting them implicitly, he had 
his mornings free for work on Our 
Sunday Visitor, leaving to the 
Chancellor, under his direction, all 
financial matters. 


Then. there were the Deans. Each 
diocese is broken down into sec- 
tions, each in charge of a “Rural 
Dean,” whose duty it is to keep 
order, to check the records of. each 
parish periodically, and to help the 
pastor solve minor problems as 
they arise. In some dioceses the 
office is more of an honor than a 
responsibility. But in Fort Wayne, 
the Dean is a trusted lieutenant of 
the Bishop, depending on him for 
instructions and expected to report 
back in due course with a record of 
achievement. 

Thus it happens that in Fort 
Wayne the Catholic Youth Organi- 
zation, e Diocesan Councils of 
Catholic Men and Women, the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society and the 
Legion of Mary are so efficiently 
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models for the rest of the country. 

Even at that, of course, there 
was an irreducible minimum of 
business that required the personal 
attention of His Excellency. But a 
man aceustomed to an efficiently 
organized and back-breaking rou- 
tine, such as Bishop Noll, found 
time to accomplish as much and 
more than ever before.

The “Key To Peace” 


NE of the best works dealing 
with the principles on which 
our Republic was founded, has 
ust been written by Clarence Man- 
ion, dean of the Law Department 
at Notre Dame oo The 
American Legion would like te 
have this book sent to all of the 
Legion Posts and te the libraries 
of secondary schools, colleges and 
universities throughout the United 
States, but it would like someone 
to make a present of a quantity 
of Manion’s scholarly production. 
In connection we might 
mention that what Clarence Man- 
ion wrote would have been writ- 
ten, in substance, by the deans of 
practically every department of 
institutions of higher learning a 
century ago. 

It was only on January 29 that 
Northwestern University, located 
at Evanston, a few miles north of 
Chicago, observed its first centen- 
nary. Unless they were told, few 
of our generation would know that 
it was founded as a “Methodist” 
institution. In fact its original 
charter contained a provision that 
“the majority of the members of 
the Board of Trustees must be 
Methodists.” 

The purpose of its founding was 
“to inculeate the practice of virtue 
and religion and to maintain the 
cardinal Protestant principle of in- 
dividual, mora] and intellectual re- 
sponsibility.” 

Harvard, Yale and Princeton in 
the east, and the older universities 
‘ of the middle-west and in the far 
west also had, for the most part 
a religious origin. George Wash- 
ington had reminded the American 
people in his Farewell Address that 
they could never hope to have a

moral citizenry unless it was built 
on religious principles. 


The Northwest Ordinance, the 
charter on which a vast territory 
was opened, contains a provision 
that “religion, virtue and educa- 
tion should, in that order,” be 
brought to the inhabitants of an 
area which now comprises many 
states. 


Religion in the sense understood 
by our forefathers has practically 
been rejected by half of our popu- 
lation and, for that matter, by half 
the world. Statesmen of our day, 
who know little of religion, and 
have vague ideas concerning what 
is virtuous or moral, do not dis- 
cern that the lack of things relig- 
ious and moral is at the bottom 
of all the confusion of the world. 
They speak of justice, but justice 
belongs to the moral order. They 
speak of peace, which also belongs 
to-the moral order. They pay lip 
service to justice, but are tolerat- 
ing all kinds of injustice. 


When American statesmen deal 
with those of other nations they 
find it extremely difficult to come 
to agreements, because they can- 
not arrive at objective conclusions. 


Our nation has no ambition for 
new territory, or to govern other 
peoples than our own, but Eng- 
land, for instance, has territory 
and therefore selfish interests in 
the Far East; and so has France. 

When our statesmen sit down 
with Stalin, they confer with one 
who wants to rule the entire world, 
rightly or wrongly. He has no 
sense of justice; does not want 
peace outside his own country, and 
inoculates his citizenry with the 
idea that other nations will try to 
conquer it. If peace prevailed 
throughout the world, Russia’s re- 
gime would have to collapse. It 
would have no good talking point 
for uniting it. 

Coming back to education, people 
are made to believe that any kind 
of education, whether it is based 
on facts or not, is desirable. Pro- 
fessors entertain the strange no- 
tion, supported by their interpreta- 


tion of “Academic Freedom,” that! 
they should have the right to in-| 
culeate their own ideas in students | 
who prefer not to be guinea pigs, 
and who do not believe that all the 
people of the state should be com- 
pelled to support an institution 
where fiction might be taught as/| 
fact, and that the Anti-American- 
minded should not be disturbed.

The oldest order of Nuns in Paris, the Augustines De L’Hotel Dieu were founded by Landericus in 
651, along with a hospital which became known as the Hotel Dieu. Landericus, who was the 28th Bishop 
of Paris, was canonized as St. Landry. Founded at first to take care of sick priests only, the nursing order 
developed its services through the centuries until now the Sisters take care of the poor and the old as 
well as Ecclesiastics. The Augustines De L’Hotel Dieu, as their name suggests, follow the Rule of St. 
Augustine, but they are an autonomous order and are exclusively devoted to nursing.

When I was a collegian, I ran 


across a theory regarding athletics 


that has always interested me. At 
the time, it seemed to me clear-cut. 
I can see plenty of holes in it now, 
i to make the thesis debate- 
able. 

The theory was this: 

The enjoyment of the spectators 
is in exact proportion to the suffer- 
ings of the athletes. 

he author of the theory — a 
novelist whose name has escaped 
me—proved his thesis this way: 
Tennis is the easiest game to 
watch, the simplest to understand, 
and the fastest. It has the slight- 
est audience response; for the risks 
to the players are slight, and the 
pain involved minimal. 

Baseball has the risks of fre- 
quent injuries; there are the really 
serious risks of such things as the 
bean ball. The audience interest is 
now much keener. 

Football in his day was a sort of 
minor rehearsal for murder. A 
great many players were killed 
each year and the punishment 
taken was great. The audience re- 
action was thunderous. 

Now, he argued, of all the sports 
in the world the one with least 
action, the one in which the audi- 
ences really see least, is rowing. 
Yet every year half a million peo- 
ple gather for the few big rowing 
races between the colleges? Why? 
Because of all sports, this causes 
the participants the most acute 
pain. They suffer intensely from 
start to finish, and at the end are 
in a state of collapse. What the 
audience sees is little enough of 
skill or action. But the spectators 
sense the pain of the athletes and 
that satisfies them. 

I often thought of that theory 
when I read where a _ hundred 
thousand people had gathered, 
some of them a mile away from 
the ring, to watch two men, one of 
whom, they hoped would beat the 
other into insensibility.

We have, in the past, commented 
on the activities of Harry F. Ward, 
who was head of the Methodist 
Federation for Social Service for 
many years, while Professor at 
Union Theological Seminary.

In 1936 Rembert Gilman Smith 
wrote a book entitled “Moscow 
Over Methodism,” in which he at- 
tacks Communism and those who, 
in his Church, were giving encour- 
agement to its spread.

Teed i! loves to celebrate a birthday, whether it is his own 
or that of his brother or sister — or that of the Christ Child, 
The events in our lives somehow arrange themselves neatly around 
birthdays.

For all of us the year holds certain fixed dates, 
like the posts of a fence, the well-travelled roads 


that separate the fields, the streets that measure off 
a city. These points of division are always there: 
they separate things, and they hold them together; 


they are part of a big design. 


Easter is one of these special dates. It is a very 
special feast when we celebrate the Resurrection

of Our Lord. And it is important?—— 


that we understand it in our hearts. 
We can’t say casually — “Well, 
Easter will soon be here; we must 
color some eggs.” 


For weeks ahead, we can hardly 
put our minds on anything else, 
just for wishing Easter were here.

Easter is more exciting than all 
of these put together. And it is 
more important, not only to the 
Church, and to the world, but to 
each one of us.

Needs To Be Sold 


The pastor hasn’t been sold on 
how easy it is to sell Catholic 
magazines. He primarily hasn't 
the time to dig into the means of 
selling magazines and the promo- 
tion needéd for a rack. He’s faced 
with Masses, Confessions, devo- 
tions, sick calls, convert sessions, 
the parish school and the unending 
bugaboo of finances. 


Please remember that I am talk- 
ing about a magazine rack—not a 
pamphlet rack. Pamphlet racks 
are fine but they are one-shot 
sessions on one subject. But, mag- 
azines—they are. different. They 
instruct, as do the pamphlets, but 
they wrap up their instructions on 
many subjects with the entertain- 
ment offered by fiction, cartoons, 
book and movie reviews, 


As a secular newspaperman I 
have heard time after time from 
the pulpit how I ought to buy a 
Catholic weekly newspaper—espec- 
ially during the annual diocesan 
subscription campaign. 


But, seldom was I told—from 
the pulpit — how much I would 
enjoy a Catholic magazine. Occas- 
ionally a brother or a lay person 
would come into the parish and 
receive the public blessing of the 
pastor to conduct a house-to-house 
subscription campaign for some 
periodical. 


But there was no effort made to 
make it easy for me to get the 
habit of reading Catholic maga- 
zines. Sure, I was told how irre- 
ligious many of the secular maga- 
zines were, but that finished it. 
I could walk out of church wonder- 
ing where I could find a good

We bought a new rack with a 
bright light. over it. Now we are 
getting another rack for the side 
entrance to the church, Racks must 
be well lighted, so that those com- 
ing to devotions or to Confession 
at night may stop and brouse 
among the magazines. We must 
make the reading and sale of our 
magazines inviting. We can not 
sell them in dreary vestibule cor- 
ners, from dusty rundown racks. 

While we have a committee of 
three to supervise the rack, I have 
kept it as a one-man project so far. 
I wanted to test out the possibili- 
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Iil-luck, very often, is like a strang- 
er coming up the street; if you don’t 
go out of your way to meet it, chances 
sre that it will stop somebody else 
first.

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ties. I wanted to see how much 
work it would take. Sure, it does 
take work. The magazines must be 
ordered, but unless the order 
changes it isn’t necessary to write 
again, It is necessary to collect the 
money from the coin boxes in the 
racks — after Sunday Masses and 
maybe once or twice during the 
week. It is necessary to pay the 
bills. We have a checking account 
with the spiritual director and the 
committee chairman as the signa- 
tories. And above all the rack must 
be stacked and kept neat. 


Pays Its Own Way 


The rack is paying for itself. 
What kind of financing did we 
have? The Holy Name Society ‘4ad- 
vanced $25. The first rack cost us 
only $5, that for the materials. The 
pastor had paid for the year’s sup- 
ply of Our Sunday Visitors. He 
turned the weekly receipts over to 
us with the admonition that we 
would have to pay the bill the fol- 
lowing January. That’s been done. 
From all the receipts we paid $75 
for a new rack, we gave away to 
children and groups holding days 
of recollection 1,000 copies of the 
“Life of Pope Pius XII,” a Topix 
comic format magazine. We’ve sold 
some Rosary pamphlets, a few 
others, some Lenten missals and 
some Way of the Cross prayer 
books, but these are not counted in 
the magazine total. 

Of course, we want the magazine 
rack to pay for itself. It must, But 
the finest part of the operation is 
that 3,100 magazines have gone in- 
to Catholic homes in a year. They 
haven’t gone in, as do many mail 
subscriptions, to be left unwrapped. 
They were bought because they 
were wanted and it is almost a 
certainty that more than one mem- 
bers of the family read something 
in the magazine taken home. 

Not only is this true, but the 
habit of Catholic reading in our 
parish is spreading. You see the 
parishioners returning week after 
week, month after month for their 
favorite magazines. : 
It seems to me that the Catholic 
magazine rack in a church does a 
job for a pastor. He preaches, he 
instructs, he talks from the pulpit. 
The Catholic reading matter carries 
on for him — takes the inspiration 
he gave on home with the person 
who heard him. And so with the 
person who leaves Confession in 
the evening. He or she is in the 
mood for further spiritual uplift. 
The magazine rack has it! 

‘With so many Catholic college 
graduates in all parishes these 
days, it ought not to be a difficult 
task for a pastor or a Holy Name 
Society or an Altar and Rosary So- 
ciety or a sodality to start this 
Catholic magazine rack activity. 
I’m sure the idea can be sold to 
any priest — that good Catholic

dangerous principle, morally or 
otherwise. 


It may be only a ten-gallon hat 
for Bobby now, but at 16 Bobby 
could want a jalopy or even a con- 
vertible, simply because it’s the 
fad. At 21 he may still want other 
things out of his reach just “be- 
Cause the others have them.” He 
will always be a problem either to 
himself or to others. 


Or (and this is where the real 
danger comes in) later on Bobby 
may want to steal a car, or rob a 
grocery store just because “the rest 
of the gang has decided to do it.” 
If he doesn’t get in on the act, 
he will not feel that he “belongs,” 
something that the Editor of 
Homes and Gardens seems to be 
so worried about. 


How many of our teenagers to- 
day are indulging in serious im- 
moral escapades just because 
“everybody else is doing it”? Too 
many. 

Our slick magazines are putting 
many of these ideas over to both 
parents and children in a very 
sophisticated way. Editors of these 
magazines, whose circulation fre- 
quently runs into the millions, have 
a tremendous responsibility and 
they should not treat such prob- 
lems in a purely arbitrary manner. 

Our children are what we make 
them, not what they make of 
themselves.

| AST football season seems a long time ago. Baseball is 

still a few weeks off.. The basketball campaign is getting 
along, but it’s not quite tournament time.

He had set new world indoor 
marks in the two mile and three

mile runs. He had been called

The great Hagg was brought to 
this country soon after, in 1943, 
for a series of races for war relief. 
It followed that his first race 
should be against Rice, the Amer- 
ican two and three mile champion. 
So, to help the cause, Rice started 
training in his off hours out at 
the Merchant Marine Academy, on 
Long Island.

Well, that would have been a 
victory for Notre Dame in the 
football game with Army, at 
Yankee Stadium, in 1946, Remem- 
ber, the game that ended in a 
scoreless tie. It wasn’t only that 
I was a Notre Dame grad (’38 
vintage). I was also fresh out of 
Uncle Sam’s military group. I had 
listened to the 59-0 and 48-0 
scores of the 1944 and 1945 games 
via the barracks radio of the 
moment. Notre Dame got to the 
four yard line. West Point ad- 
vanced as far as the 14. That was 
closest either eleven came to the 
other’s end zone. 


I was there in the Yankee 
Stadium press box and pulling 
for Quarterback Johnny Lujack 
to move the Irish across for a 
score. He didn’t. But I'll still re- 
member that Lujack three times 
saved the day that afternoon. 
Twice he recovered Notre Dame 
fumbles within the Irish 10-yard 
line. And on another and very 
dramatic moment, Johnny cut 
down a husky young Cadet 
named Felix (Doc) Blanchard, 
when it was Blanchard against 
Lujack with a touchdewn in the 
offing. And Lujack had a severe- 
ly sprained ankle, tightly-wrap- 
ped, that day. 

But leave us get going to num- 

ber three. . 
My third wish concerns seeing 
something that actually just mis- 
sed happening. It deals with a base- 
ball player who is no longer a 
player ... since he is a coach. 
I’m talking about Tommy Henrich. 
Go back to last summer’s All- 
Star baseball game. Undoubtedly, 
there have-been better and more 
exciting contests. I wasn’t there 
the day that Grover Cleveland 
Alexander struck out Tony Lazzeri 
in the seventh game of the World 
Series in 1926. Nor was I around 
at the all-star contest, along about 
1934, when Carl Hubbell struck 
out Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig, Jim- 
my Foxx, Al Simmons and Joe 
Cronin in a row. However, I was 
listening in, via radio, on both 
occasions. But I was there last 
summer at Chicago’s Comiskey 
Park, as the National League de- 
feated the American, 5-4, in 14 
imnings, and it was as good a ball 
game as I’ve ever seen. 


However, with luck, the game 
would never have gone beyond 
ten frames. For it was then that 
Tommy Henrich came up in the 
role of a pinch-hitter for the 
Americans. It is hard to say that 
he failed. He clubbed the living 
daylights out of a thing that 
is sometimes referred to as a 
horsehide and on other occasions 
the pellet, or the apple. It was 
headed for the stands in right- 
centerfield. Unfortunately, it 
was about 10-feet short, and 
Andy Pafko, playing center, and 
a pretty fair hand himself, 
backed into the scoreboard and 
reaching high speared the ball 
for the final out of the inning. 
Ten more feet, and Mr. Henrich, 
then playing in his last all-star 
game, would have been listed 
among the greatest heroes to 
ever perform in the summertime 
classic. I wish I could have seen 
it happen. 

So, to repeat ... if I had my 
druthers ... I’d druther that Rice 
had beaten Hagg, that Notre Dame 
had edged the Army and that Hen- 
rich had belted a homer.

Circus managements have found 
one strange fact in their history:

Should that not make clear to 
us that the Catholics of the Uni- 
ted States themselves are nu- 
merous enough to placate Al- 
mighty God, and to have Him 
bring peace to our country and 
light to our rulers, if only they 
(the Catholics) will “turn away” 
from their sinful ways and “turn 
to God” in repentance and love? 


That, of course, means that 
you and every other reader of 
this sermonette must, in your 
own community, repent of all 
your own Violations of God’s 
laws, and then resolve,“to walk 
in the way of His fommand- 
ments.” 


In God’s eyes you, the Catholic 
laity, are different.

He might have withheld His ac- 
tual graces whereby you would 
never be able to repent suffi- 
ciently to escape hell, but, in His 
love and mercy, Christ instituted 
another Sacrament designed’ to 
restore that divine grace to your 
soul, and still another Sacrament 
wherewith your soul is fed with 
heavenly food. 

The Holy Eucharist was in-

Therefore you should have, from 
the day of your first Holy Com- 
munion, been a frequent recipi- 
ent of this Sacrament.

sion, how can we doubt that Christ 
was imparting to a body of men the 
power to remove sin? “Receive ye 
the Holy Ghost, whose sins you 
shall forgive, they are forgiven 
them, and whose sins you shall re- 
they are retained” (John XX, 


Since the mission of Christ was 
to be the same in all ages as it 
was in the days when the original 
apostles were among the living, 
there must be those in the Church 
today, who, as successors of the 
Apostles, are endowed with the 
same power. Therefore to prove 
that the priests of the Church have 
the power to forgive sin in God’s 
name, we only need to show that 
they were legitimately ordained by 
one who can show that he has suc- 
ceeded an apostle, as Titus and 
Timothy did, or as President Tru- 
man can show that he is a legiti- 
mate successor of George Wash- 
ington. 

If you can forgive me through 
another, why cannot God? The 
teaching of the Church on this 
point would appear to be extrava- 
gant only if the priest pretended 
to forgive sin by his own power. He 
doesn’t. 


If most Protestants believe that 
their minister can remove sin by 
the Sacrament of Baptism, why is 
it absurd to believe that sin com- 
mitted after Baptism can be for- 
given by another Sacrament? No, 
the objection to the Sacrament of 
Penance does not proceed from the 
but from prejudice 
against the “confessing” part, and 
from the erroneous impression that 
nothing else besides “confession” is 
required. 

The Catholic Church teaches that 
no absolution of priest, bishop or 
pope would avail for the removal 
of sin, after a careful confession, 
unless the penitent were truly su- 
|pernaturally sorry for having com- 
imitted his sins, and were earnest- 
ly determined to do his best not 
to re-commit them. 

The answer to those who ask: 
“Why cannot I confess to God? ?” is: 
Because God requires that you con- 
fess to a delegate. 

The answer to “How can man 
forgive sin?” is: By the power that 

conferred upon him. 


But even the confessing part is 
more natural than you suppose.

When the Protestant kneels down 
in the quiet of his room and con- 
fesses to God he can only hope that 
he will rise forgiven; there is no 
voice from Heaven to assure him 
that he is absolved. The Catholic 
who complies with the several re- 
quisites for a good confession, 
leaves the church with the assur- 
ance that his sins have been taken 
away.

Writer Questions 
‘Liberals Belief 


In Communism 


Says All Such Persons 
Must Close Eyes To Facts 
That Proved Evidence 

By J. J. Gilbert 


Washington—(NC)—An anony- 
mous author of a letter to a news- 
paper has come up with a question 
which, while disarmingly simple 
and not particularly new, is highly 
provocative. He asks: Ho’ can 
anyone who claims to belong to the 
intelligentsia believe the things a 

nmunist. must believe? It might 
also be asked: How can one who 
claims to be a Liberal have any 
truck with communism? 


It is well known that in recent 
years in the United States the 
most effective, certainly the most 
valuable, friends of communism 
have been so-called intellectuals. 
Whether or not they were actually 
party members, “bright young 
men” with extraordinary promis- 
ing careers have used these 
c-reers, and sometimes sacrificed 
them, in the interests of commun- 
ism. The American people, appar- 
ently, have made no special effort 
to understand this phenomenon, 
They simply said that communism 
seemed to be a fad with people of 
this type, and let it go at that. 


But it takes more than the word 
“fad” to explain how a man or 
woman who obviously considers 
himself or herself to be of superior 
mental capabilities can believe sla- 
vishly the things Marx and Lenin 
taught, and what the Kremlin now 
interprets for them in fine detail. 
If you stop to think about it, there 
is a difference between saying 
you’re a communist and believing 
what they teach. You can imagine 
a person being deluded into think- 
ing the ends of communism are ac- 
ceptable without believing the ten- 
ets of communism. But to be a 
communist you have to believe un- 
waveringly what Marx and Lenin— 
and Stalin teach. 


Those of the intelligentsia who 
embrace communism have rejected 
Christianity and scoff at Catholic- 
ism. Th... profess to pity those 
‘whe accept the benigha teachings 
of Christ, and they deride those 
who accept the benign teachings 
themselves, they take the violent 
preachings of Marx and Lenin, 
and they accept without question 
the “dogma” of the Kremlin. This 
is literally true, and the revela- 
tions made by numerous former 
communists prove the fact abund- 
antly. 


It has always been “hard” to be 
a Christian, and always will be. 
That, no doubt, is one reason why 
some “intellectuals” have preferred 
to make a religion of communism, 
But it must be “hard” today to be 
a follower of the “anti-Christ.” 
Christianity demands sacrifices of 
the flesh, but exalts the intellect 
and the soul. Communism stands 
exposed today as exalting the vic- 
jous and base side of man, denying 
his soul and degrading his intellect. 


How, then, can “intellectuals” 
prefer it? It must be that they 
are not really intellectuals. 


And the same with the “Liber- 
als.” 


This becomes clear from a read- 
‘ing of “The Communists, Friends 
‘or Foes of Civil Liberties?” writ- 
ten by Irwin Ross and published 
by the American Jewish Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Ross finds the communists’ 
record on civil liberties to 
“shabby” throughout. Their rec- 
‘cords in “defending” the civil rights 
of minorities, he says, is “scanda- 
lous.”

It seems to me that it is very dif- 
ficult to make a success of mar- 
riage if it is entered with this as 
the goal.

Is 
there here any moral problems for 
Catholic lay people to give thought 
to?” 


The Rev. Philip Kenney, Mod- 
erator of the Lay Activities De- 
partment of the N.C.WL., key- 
noted the meeting of the Indiana 
Regional Workshop for spiritual 
moderators by describing the pur- 
pose of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. 


Archbishop Paul C. Schulte of 
Indianapolis, host to the meeting, 
welcomed the moderators and ex- 
pressed the hope that the work- 
shop would -produce techniques of 
forming apostolic leaders. 


“Many men think they are lead- 
ers,” he said, “but the fact is that 
they are drivers.

lin. The elimination is carried on

avoid the possible ‘antagonism of 
public opinion. 
Protestant and Jewish chaplains 
were removed from the arme 
forces some time ago, it was 
stated. The Red authorities simply 
“forgot” to —" new chaplains 
to replace those removed. The 
Polish army, it is pointed out, is 
under the direction of Soviet Mar- 
shal Konstantin Rokossowski, who 
is serving as Minister of National 
Defense in the Polish cabinet. 
Spiritual care for Catholics in 
the armed services exists in name 
only, it was noted. The Church- 
state agreement of last year 
stated: “The status of military 
chaplains shall be defined by a 
special regulation to be worked out 
by military authorities in agree- 
ment with representatives of the 


'Episcopate.” 


However, the regime has acted 
unilaterally, it is reported, and has 
named only pro-communist priests 
to chaplaincy posts.
